HENDAYE, France (atthe Span- 
ish Frontier), Jan. 21—A Spanish 
insurgent army pressing toward 
Barcelona announced late tonight 
the capture of the important com- 
munications center of Villanueva 
y Geltru, the second of four key 
positions in the Government 
capital’s defenses to fall today. 
‘Villanueva y Geltru, on the 
Mediterranean coast, about 23 
miles southwest of Barcelona, was 
eported captured by a column 
which almost kept pace with the 
one which was said to have taken 
Villafranca del Panades, 22 miles 
west and south of the capital, and 
to have pushed on two miles be- 
yond the town, 

The reported advances at these 
two points came after insurgents 
were driven back from a third key 
Igualada, 28 miles west and north 
of Barcelona, in apparently the 
worst setback of their 30-day of- 
fensive. Late tonight, however, in- 
surgents reported that Igualada 
was surrounded. 

Government's Denial. 


Government reports said, how- 
ver, that the insurgents had been 
thrown back six miles west to the 
town of Jorba, on the Cervera- 
Igualada-Barcelona road. 


Capture of the two towns in the 
southern drive was said to have 
forced Government troops once 
again to retreat in haste toward 
Barcelona. They had formed a de- 
fense line running from Villanueva 
y Geltur, on the coast, through Vil- 
lafranca de] Panades, Igualada, and

Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s latest 
move followed the dismissal yes- 
terday of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht in 
a “Nazification” of the Reichsbank 
which observers felt would give 
free rein to an intensified rear- 


mament program. 

The dismissal of Schacht, who 
was replaced by Dr. Walther Funk, 
Economics Minister, had caused 
George Rublee, American director 
of the Intergovernmental Refugee 
Committee, to understand that ne- 
gotiations for the emigration of 
German Jews had. broken down. 
Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, Hitler’s No. 1 aid, how- 
ever, assured Rublee today that 
Germany was ready to continue 
the search for acceptable ways of 
sending her Jews abroad. 

“Shadow Army” Decree. 

New decrees created the machin- 
ery for development of all able- 
bodied men over 17 years old—ex- 
cepting Jews and criminals—into a 
military trained, military minded 
reserve for Germany's standing 
army estimated at 1,000,000 strong. 

Hitler made it obligatory for 
every man after completing his 
military service to join defense 
units affiliated with the SA (Brown- 
Shirt National Socialist Storm 
Troops) or to participate in other 
party formations such as the SS 
(Blackshirt Elite Guard), the 
NSKK (motor corps) or the NSFK 
(flying corps). 

The decree forming a “shadow 
army” was in essence a “keep fit” 
program in which all those eligible 
would be kept in training in line 
with “requirements of the army.” 

Men who have completed their 
two-year military service under the 
conscription law and compulsory 
labor service will be organized into 
defense units under SA or other 
party unit supervision in order to 
maintain their “spiritual and phy- 
sical strength.” 

From the age of 17 until they 
are drafted into the army, the 
men have “a moral obligation” to 
acquire the SA badge of military 
fitness as preparation for the de- 
fense service, the decree says. The 
badge, heretofore a purely party 
honor, was given the status of a 
military decoration. 

Schacht’s Aids Ousted. 

Another development in Nazi eco- 
nomic and military preparedness 
included ouster of two of Schacht’s 
associates, Friedrich W. Dreyse and 
Ernst Huelse, from the Reichs- 
banks directorate. Dreyse was suc- 
ceeded in the vice-presidency by 
Rudolf Brinkmann, Economics Min- 
ister Funk’s right-hand man. 
Huelse’s post was not filled imme- 
diately. 

Brinkmann informed Americans 
that the new financial setup would 
not affect interest payments on the 
Dawes and Young World War rep- 


*larations loans to Germany to facili- 


tate payment of World War indem- 
nities.

Dreyse and Huelse had supported 
Schacht in his oppositoin to financ- 
ing by piling up huge short term 
debts. Their ouster left little doubt 
that the shelving of Schacht—who

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Admin- 
istration lieutenants suffered an- 
other defeat or the relief issue to- 
day, when the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee rejected a proposal 
to add $150,000,000 to the WPA 
spending bill. 

By a vote of 17 to 7, the commit- 
tee decided to retain the relief ap- 
propriation at $725,000,000 — the 
amount voted in the House and 
approved by an Appropriations 
sub-committee. 

President Roosevelt had asked 
for $875,000,000 and had declared 
that a $150,000,000 cut in the allot- 
ment would throw 1,000,000 persons 
off relief rolls. 

Administration leaders obviously 
were surprised by the big commit- 
tee majority favoring the $725,000,- 
000 allotment, but immediately pre- 
pared for a floor fight to increase 
the bill by $150,000,000. They indi- 
cated, however, they were not so 
confident as they had been earlier, 
that the Senate would restore the 
cut, 

Outside Pressure Likely. 

One administration follower con- 
ceded that economy advocates 
might have sufficient votes now to 
retain the $725,000,000 allocation, 
but said the picture might be 
changed next week. 

He said that mayors, relief or- 
ganizations and other interested 
persons undoubtedly would exert 
strong pressure for an increase in 
the appropriation and would sway 
some votes. 

Republicans and Democrats op- 
posing the higher allotment were 
plainly jubilant. Several commit- 
teemen had predicted the $725,000,- 
000 allotment would be approved 
by the margin of only a vote or 
two. 

Adams Is Hopeful. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
floor manager for the measure, told 
reporters that “there is a very sub- 
stantial chance that the Senate will 
approve the committee bill.” 

“Several Senators who had been 
expected to vote for $875,000,000 vot- 
ed for the $725,000,000,” he said. “TI 
think that was partly due to a lim- 
itation on reduction of relief rolis 
during the winter months and part- 
ly due to a better understanding of 
the facts about unemployment.” 

Earlier, Adams had seen little 
chance that the $725,000,000 appro- 
priation would be approved. He had 
predicted that the Appropriations 
Committee would have “the whey 
beaten out of it” on the Senate 
floor in seeking to retain the lower 
amount. 

Republicans generally were ex- 
pected to go along with their Ap- 
propriations Committee members 
in supporting the $725,000,000 allot- 
ment, 

Limit in Cut in WPA Force. 

Under relief measure approved 
by the committee today, the WPA 


could not dismiss more than 150,-/ 


000 of its 3,000,000 workers during 
February and March. Existing re- 
lief funds will be exhausted Feb. 7 
and the new appropriation was 
asked for to operate the WPA until 
June 30.

J. F. Otto Peller, real estate deal- 
er at 3525 North Broadway, who 
has been removed by Probate Judge 
Glendy B. Arnold as executor of 
the $13,000 estate of Louis Burk- 
hardt, North St. Louis grocer, said 
in Probate Court yesterday that he 
had about $7000 of the Burkhardt 
estate’s money in his office safe 
at one time. He said he might 


have mixed some of the cash with 
his own money, 

Reller made this statement in 
answering questions as to items 
hsown in his final settlemént of 
the estate, which the Court Tre- 
quired him to turn over to Public 
Administrator Thomas R. Madden. 
Madden filed exceptions to Feeller’s 
settlement, the exceptions involv- 
ing claims against Reller which 
amount to about $2000. 

Circuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy 
was called to testify as to one item 
of the exceptions, Ruddy, then in 
private practice, acted as attorney 
for Reller in Reller’s capacity of 
administrator. A repcert made by 
him to the court, as to Reller’s fail- 
ure to make certain disbursements, 
caused Reller’s removal last April. 

Fee Item Is Denied. 

Reller, in his settlement, listed a 
$350 fee as paid to Ruddy. Judge 
Ruddy testified that he had not re- 
ceived anything. Judge Arnold 
ruled that Ruddy was entitled to 
$100, and ordered that sum paid to 
him, 

Madden objected also to an item 
of $449.97 stated as having been 
paid to Reller as commission for 
his services. Madden contended 
that Reller was entitled to no com- 
pensation, because he had violated 
his trust. The Court ruled in sup- 
port of this exception. 

Other exceptions, taken under ad- 
visement by the Court, related to 
a $1482 payment to compromise a 
will contest; payment of the execu- 
tor’s bond premiums; and failure 
of Reller to deduct a $500 indebt- 
edness to the estate, when he took 
credit for a partial payment of a 
$2000 bequest made to him in the 
will.

We could not make 
out the ship itself, but we were 
afraid it was sinkin fast. 

We put out a lifeboat, manned 
by a volunteer crew of five. The 
wind was moderate but there was 
a big swell, and the night was

immediately drifting apart, with 
the rest of the officers and crew of 
30 on the other part. 

We found the other part after 
sailing for more than an hour and 
a half, and communicated with the 
men on board by flashing Morse 
code signals with a lamp. 

At 6 o'clock that morning, our 
lifeboat, with the same volunteers, 
started out again and made two 
trips, rescuing 22 men. 

The other eight men on the haif 
of the wrecked ship managed to 
leunch their own lifeboat.

Judgment to E. W. Aly, 
Who Killed Self, Writing 
Case Was ‘Framed.’ 


CITES NOTES LEFT 
BY PLAINTIFF 


Action Filed Against Execu- 
tor of Ex-Switchman’s 
Estate and C. P. Noell, 
His Attorney. 


A temporary restraining order to 
prevent enforcement of a $47,282 
personal injury damage judgment 
in favor of Ernest W. Aly, former 
switchman for the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, who declared be- 
fore he killed himself Jan. 13, that 
his claim was “faked, fixed and 


framed,” was issued yesterday by 
Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley on 
application of the Terminal Asso- 
eiation. 

The order, returnable Thursday, 
was issued in a suit by the Termi- 
nal to set aside the award to Aly, 
who lost both legs in a switching 
accident in 1929. The suit, filed 
yesterday, is directed against the 
executor of Aly'’s estate, John J. 
Schmidt of DeSoto, Mo. a bank 
eashier, and Charies P. Noell, who 
was Aly's attorney in the damage 
suit. 

In its petition to set aside the 
award the Terminal gives the con- 
tents of four notes, written by Aly 
just before he killed himself, in 
which he said his claim was faked. 
The notes were addressed to four 
efficials of the Terminal. 

Suit Based on Notes. 

Tt is alleged, on the basis of Aly’s 
notes, that his testimony in the 
damage case was an effort by him 
te defraud the Terminal and that 
it constituted a fraud on the Cir- 
euit Court. To enforce the judg- 
ment would deprive the Terminal of 
property without due process of 
law, the petition states, asserting 
that the Terminal had no oppor- 
tunity to defend itself against a 
faked claim. 


The judgment, the petition con- 
tinues, was based on Aly’s unsup- 
ported testimony that he was 
thrown under the wheels of a 
awitch engine tender when he 
stepped on a loose footboard. It 
adds that the testimony that the 
footboard was loose was false, 
on the assumption that Aly’s ad- 
mission of faking must have re- 
ferred to his testimony in this 
connection. 

Noell, the Terminal sets forth, 
claims an attorney's lien against 
the judgment. The judgment, for 
$10,000, was subject to interest. 
Noell has said his agreement with 
Aly was for a fee of one-third of 
the judgment, plus $2200 for ex- 
penses of litigation. The remaind- 
er, if paid, would go to Aly’s es- 
tate. Aly's will left his estate to 
his mother and three children by 
his first marriage. 

Attorney’s Explanation. 

Denying there was any faking 
and insisting the footboard was 
loose, Noell has asserted that Aly’s 
motes were intended to defeat an 
effort by his divorced second wife, 
Mrs. Josefina Amerigo Alcibar Aly, 
a Mexican, of Mexico, D. F.. to 
share in the award. Counsel for 
Mrs. Aly filed a motion in Circuit 
Court at Farmington, Mo., Jan. 11 
to set aside the divorcs. If the mo- 
tion should be sustained she would 
be entitled to claim a dower right 
in the estate, as widow, regardle 
ef the will. : 

The Terminal had planned to pay 
the damage award Dec. 30, but 
there was a delay and a definite 
arrangement was made to pay last 
Monday. In the meantime Aly 
learned of Mrs. Aly’s action. Aly, 
62 years old, shot and killed him- 
ecif at his farm home near Black- 


brother, warned the latter to “stay 
away from all courts and lawyers.”

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The public demand for works 
of art in buildings is not being 
adequately met, according te a re- 
port ta the American Institute of 
Architects by Ely Jacque: of New 
York, chairman of the institute's 
Committee on Allied Arts. Rigid 
building budgets and lack of or- 
ganization among artists are the 
peineipel difficulties, says Kahn, 

who suggests a revival of the Ren- 
aissance Guild, 

The New York World's Fair and 
the Golden Gate Exposition, as well 
as Federal construction activity, 
have disclosed an increasing na- 
tional interest in painting and 
sculpture, Kahn finds. 

“At the fairs, innumerable artists 
have been given opportunities, and 
this could only happen because 
public receptivity had been de- 
veloped to the point where this 
support seemed normal,” he points 
out. “Beyond this, however, is 
still a far more serious problem. 
From all over the country comes 
information that, while there is 
definite demand for works of art, 
it is very difficult to adjust build- 
ing budgets to cover the necessary 
outlay. 

“The root of the situation lies, 
obviously, in the fact that if the 
artist must rely on scattered com- 
missions—the luck of knowing 
someone who has the power to 
award contracts—he must neces- 
sarily compute the value of the 
work to cover periods where there 
is nothing to do. 

“It is clear that one cannot herd 
artists in a group and value their 
products as one might merchan- 
dise. During long periods of 
Buropean history, guilds of artists 
were effective in stabilizing dig- 
nity, quality and recompense. What 
one asks now is whether or not, 
in a very different world, there is 
still some way of assuring the 
artist a more serious continuance 
of effort. So much time is wasted 
on futile competition, sales efforts 
that are distasteful and strange to 
the artist, that one wonders wheth- 
er it ig too utopian to dream of 
groups to which an individual or 
a committee could turn and be as- 
sured of distinguished work at 
costs that can be met, 

“One is aware of all of the per- 
sonal problems, sensitivities and re- 
actions against regimentation that 
associations suggest, but, against 
that, one knows that where an 
architect in a small community, 
for example, would earnestly want 
some work of art for the climax 
of his building, he is handicapped 
either by the fact that there are 
no individuals in hig community able 
to carry out what he wants or he 
feels diffident about offering to the 
artist the sum that he has avail- 
able. 

“There must be some answer to 
thig problem, for the architect 
wants the result and the artist 
wants the work. Here is a task 
for community groups and artist 
groups to face. In the sort of guild 
that might be envisaged, the

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents said Duvall was indicted for 
the holdup killing of Clayton Potts, 
elderly foundry owner, in Indian- 
apolis, Ind., on March 23, 1937, and 
for the robbery of the First Na- 
tional Bank at South Charleston, 
W. Va., on March 19, 1938. 

Two other men, Amos Eugene 
Ward, 25, and Leonard Jackson, 
25, who F. B. I. agents said were 
Duvall’s companions in the bank 
robbery, have been sentenced for 
that crime to 60 years each in the 
West Virginia penitentiary. Jack- 
gon was also indicted in the In- 
dianapolis killing, the agents said. 

Duvall came to Louisiana last Oc- 
tober, Roden said, used the name 
“Bob McClain,” and apparently had 
intended settling here, for he had 
rente da 50-acre farm and bought 
cattle near Lake Charles. 

Roden credited State Policeman 
Leo Gentry with uncovering Du- 
vall’s identity by recognizing his 
face from a picture he had seen 
recently in a police journal. 

“Duvall hid out a long time in 
Dallas, Tex.,” Roden said.

Monarch Has Made Great Personal Advances Since His Plodding, Inarticulate Days. 


King George VI of England Can No Longer Be Dismissed by Public as a Colorless Individual. 


STRIDES FORWARD AS PERSONALITY 


By SEYMOUR BERKSON 


CHAPTER ONE. 


OW that King George VI reigns 
N on his brother's throne, it is 

no longer possible to dismiss 
him as a colorless figure who mere- 
ly makes up in coagulated stolidity 
for whatever excess of temperament 
Edward VIII may have had. 

Under the pressure of unexpect- 
ed responsibilities, George VI has 
made great strides since his plod- 
ding inarticulate days as the Duke 
of York. It is impossible to per- 
ceive what he has gone through and 
not emerge with admiration for his 
courage in overcoming many of the 
very handicaps which made him so 
much less colorful than his elder 
brother. The Hing has risen to the 
opportunity of his new job and like 
many another seemingly lackluster 
personality that has been kicked 
upstairs by the boot of Fate the 
stimulating effect of sudden change 
has opened new facets in his char- 
acter. When he appears in public 
now, at least a part of the crowd 
can be counted on to strike up the 
song: 

“For-he’s a jolly good fellow.” 

This was more than the Minis- 
ters of the Crown had hoped for. 
They had accepted the new King as 
the unspectacular person he had 
been as Duke of York. The abdi- 
cation crisis lent a magic charm 
to the name of George because of 
the modest constitutional reign of 
George V from 1910 to 1936. 

And when the Duke otf York as- 
cended the throne as George VI, 
an unprecedented built-up cam- 
paign of publicity and ballyhoo 
sought to portray the new king as 
merely a reincarnation of his lov- 
able, unprepossessing father. 


It was perhaps unfair to Géorge 
VI that the frightened powers be- 
hind his throne thought it neces- 
sary to inoculate the new King 
with so large an overdose of syn- 
thetic glamour. Sugar-coated biog- 
raphies copiously illustrated with 
pictures of the royal family and 
little human interest features in 
the patriotic press were not neces- 
sary to endear George VI to his 
people. For even if he were merely 
as dependable as a workaday Lon- 
don bank clerk and about as lack- 
ing in humor and imagination, that 
would have been enough to com- 
mend him to the great masses of 
the middle class upon which Brit- 
ain’s democracy is founded. For 
in him they could see the reflected 
image of themselves, crowned with 
the halo of royalty’s hereditary 
grandeur. 


George VI must have winced a 
bit to see what was being said 
about him during the nation-wide 
crusade to dramatize the new 
King. But perhaps the anxious 
masters of publicity responsible for 
the extravaganza should be par- 
doned their hysterical enthusiasm, 
considering the general determina- 
tion of the nation to bury its abdi- 
cation crisis once and for all. 


A’ press secretary at Bucking- 
ham Palace whose aloofness had 
irked the London newspaper corre- 
spondents assigned to cover the 
royal family was replaced by a 
more amenable attache. Human 
little episodes about the daily life 
of the King, the Queen, and the 
two little Princesses, Elizabeth and 
Margaret Rose, began to filter 
through the palace gates and into 
the newspapers and magazines. 
The King liked to romp with his 
children on the palace floors. ... 
Once he actually clowned for them 
while the Queen nearly split her 
sides laughing. .. . The King in- 
stalled radio sets in Buckingham 
Palace with his own hands, 


Propagandists seized on every 
shred with patriotic zeal to create 
popularity as fast as possible for 
the new munarch. The King, tall, 
grave, and the Queen, 
plump, housewifely, and jolly, pho- 
tographed very well; the cameras 
were kept busy flooding the coun- 
try with various poses of the new 
royal family. 

. The King patiently acquiesced in 
the theatrical showmanship. He 
did his utmost to avoid any popu- 


lar impression that Britain had ex- 


changed a lively monaych for a dull 
one. On the occasion of the state 
visit of King Leopold III \of Bel- 
gium he permitted a\jazz orches- 
tra to play at a court ball for the 
first time in the history of Buck- 
ingham Palace. Af another more 
recent court function, an American 
torch-singer was allowed to croon 
George GershwiQ's saucy song 
“Nice Work If Yo Get.” The 
story leaked out in the London 
Daily Express. Buckingham court 
attaches were furious, but when 
they asked the King’s permission to 
make a fuss about it, he vetoed the 
idea and said: “It's all in the spirit 
of fun.” 

Mindful of the hit Edward VIII 
had made as a “flying monarch,” 
George VI has also made it a point

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. 

BROUGHT all your more than 
| a thousand letters approving and 

disapproving of Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
way of life and dumped them in 
front of her at the White House. 

She was pleased but not sur- 
prised at the interest aroused by 
our question, “What about the 
President's wife?” She was pleased 
that less than 200 out of a thou- 
sand letters disapproved of her 
many and varied activities, but not 
surprised at that either, You see, 
letters are not exactly a treat to 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 

“I average about 300 letters a 
day,” she told me. “You say you 
received a thousand in four days?” 

“And they are still coming fm, al- 
— the contest is over,” I told 

er. 

“In 1933 my mail numbered 300,- 
000 letters,” she said. “It had sim- 
mered down to about 97,000 in 1938. 
That is because certain adjustments 
have been made. They don’t write 
so many letters of appeal. Not 10 
per eent are personal or social ,let- 
ters. The rest are from people I 
don’t know. But how much the 
writers reveal of themselves! And 
gaia they reveal their opinion 
of me, too. They would not be writ- 
ing if they had not some confi- 
dence in my sympathy with their 
problems.” 

It was following her regular press 
conference this week that I was al- 
lowed to detain Mrs. Roosevelt and 
open my mail pouch before her, She 
touched some of the letters ten- 
derly, fondly, but could not commit 
herself to read all that great pile. “I 
am not taking on a task like that 
voluntarily, heavens no, when 
they are not sent directly to me,” 
she laughed. 

I had selected some of the short- 
er ones, some of the quaint and 
touching ones, written in pencil 
sometimes, on odd scraps of shabby 
paper, not with any expectation 
of a prize, which I hoped she 
might read. So many said, “I am 
not a writer. I couldn’t write 1000 
words. I only want to say how I 
love Eleanor Roosevelt.” Generally 
they called her by her first name. 

“My Dear, I know what they 
contain.”

Making party food interesting, 
however, isn’t the easiest thing in 
the world. There are so many lim- 
itations one is likely to run up 
against in planning refreshments 
for a lot of people. This is no time 
to experiment with over-complicat- 
ed dishes, since that sort of thing 
simply doesn’t work out en masse, 
and, on the other hand, anything 
too simple is likely to have a de- 
pressing effect. Unpretentious 
scrambled eggs, which most of the 
guests had at home for breakfast 
this morning and are liable to have 
again tomorrow, are just as disap- 
pointing as an ambitious attempt 
at half a dozen souffles that don’t 
quite come off. 


Another pitfall of the buffet sup- 
per is the serving of too many cold 
dishes. Cold meats and aspics and 
salads are all well enough when 
they supplement some hearty hot 
chowder or stew, but by themselves 
they are less cheering and certainly 
less economical than a steaming 
dish of good hot food. 


Moreover, innumerable little cold 
dishes are a lot more trouble than 


one generous hot course, and al- 
though trouble ought not to deter 
a hostess from doing well by her 
guests, it is a happy coincidence 
when the easy way is also the pleas- 
anter way.

Have the butcher cut two pounds 
of boneless chuck into uniform edi- 
ble sized pieces and ask for a piece 
of beef suet. Render suet in hot 
skillet. Meanwhile season meat 
with salt and pepper and dredge 
lightly with flour. Put meat in 
skillet and brown quickly on all 
des. When meat is browned re- 
move suet or surplus fat and add 
two cups of hot water, or beef 
stock if you have some on hand. 
Bring to boiling point; add one bay 
leaf, one bunch of carrots cut in 
dice, or if they are small carrots 
they may be left whole, 10 small 
white onions and potatoes cut in 
large dice or ball shape. Cover and 
simmer about two hours or until 
meat and vegetables are tender. 
Season. with one-half teaspoon of 
salt, one teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce or ahy meat sauce you have 
on hand and thicken ragout with 
browned flour and water mixed to 
a smooth paste. Browned flour is

BEEF LIVER, CREOLE 

Cut one pound of beef liver into 
thin slices. Remove skin and veins 
and wipe with a damp cloth. Roll 
‘in flour and saute in hot fat until 
browned. Then add one cup of 
isliced onions, one and one-half cups 
of canned tomatoes, two table- 
spoons of minced cooked ham, one 
green pepper sliced or cut into 
dice. Cover and cook slowly for 
25 minutes, then add one-half: tea- 
spoon of salt and one-eighth tea- 
spoon of cayenne pepper. Thicken 
with flour which has been mixed 
to a smooth paste with cold water.

last season on Broadway. 
“Amphitryon” is pronounced “Am-FIT-ree-un” and the “38” is a 
serial number, since Jean Giraudoux, the French author of the play, 
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assumes that his is perhaps the thirty-eighth stage version of an old 
Greek legend. The legend relates that Jupiter, king of the gods, fell 
in love with a mortal woman and found no way of winning her ex- 
cept by disguising himself as her husband. 

Lunt, sporting a silver beard, is Jupiter, while Miss Fontanne is the 
lovely and faithful Alkmena. Richard Whorf is Mercury, Jupiter's 
companion in earthly visitations and the authentic Amphitryon, Alk- 


mena'’s soldier husband, is represented by Barry Thomson.

Warning is issued that performances will start promptly at 8:30 
o'clock in the evening and 2:30 o'clock at the matinees, with no late 
comers to be seated during the prologue which starts the show. 

The script of the play, adapted into English by 5. N. Behrman, 
bears no relation to that of the film, “Amphitryon,” which was shown 
at the Shady Oak Theater last season, except that its material came 
from the same sources. Tracking the legend back in the wilds of 
literary history it becomes evident that most of the Amphitryons stem 


from the versions of Plautus, Dryden and Moliere. 


In 1933 London 


saw “Jupiter Translated,” W. J. Turner’s adaptation, with a bow to 
Moliere, who was likewise given credit on the program when a Hein- 


rich von Kielst “Amphitryon” was 
produced in 1927. 

Victorian England was fascinat- 
ed by the version John Dryden left 
behind, but was afraid to pick it up 
bodily. It ~was too hot. So John 
Oxenford, “dramatic critic of the 
Times in the 1870s, accomplished 
what the papers called a “deodor- 
ization,” producing something that 
seems to have borne about the same 
relationship to the Dryden “Am- 
phitryon” that the Hollywood ver- 
.sion of “Design for Living” bore to 
Noel Coward's original. 

Eighteenth-century England also 
approved the Dryden play—with a 
few reservations. So it was doc- 
tored up by David Garrick and a 
Mr. Woodward, whose version ‘vas 
‘frequently done at the Theatre- 
Royal in Covent Garden.

Hercules,” probably the work of 
Martin Slaughter, and tells of the 
little affair between Jupiter and 
Mrs. Amphitryon. “Amphitryon,” 
by Plautus, was written about 184 
B. C. According to some authori- 
ties, “Amphitryon I” and “Amphi- 
tryon II” were the work of Aes- 
wchylus and Sophocles, who may 
have, with amazing foresight, had

JESSE JAMES’ BRINGS AN 


OLD HOME

VERYONE whereabouts’ will 

want to see “Jesse James,” the 

Fox Theater’s new exposition 
of the deeds and misdeeds of the 
famous Missouri outlaw of three. 
score years ago. The chance to be- 
hold our childhood Robin Hood 
roaming a familiar region is tre- 
mendously inviting and the film 
had a big throng present at its 
opening.

The personal story of Jesse as a 
wayward lad who loved a nice girl 
and mended his ways too late is 
not very convincing, and in this 
the film lays itself open to all the 
abuse it may get for not being au- 
thentic. For Jesse is presented not 
as a desperado who joined Quan- 
trell's guerillas at the age of 15, 
but as an honest farm boy who 
was done wrong by the railroads.

Believe that or not, and I don’t. 
All efforts to present Jesse as a 
victim of circumstance fall flat in 
a State where Jesse has been known 
and haloed for his expertness in 
“knocking over,” as the film 
anachronistically says, a bank or 
an express car. And the tragedy of 
Jesse’s death is nct one-fifteenth as 
stirring as was that of the almost 
nameless criminal Henry Fonda 
played in “You Only Live Once.” 


Although Tyrone Power, as Jesse, 
shows that he is learning to act 
and probably may be credited with 
his best performance to date, he 
ranks behind Fonda in this case as 
well. Representing the brother, 
Frank James, Fonda has the cool 
relentiessness, the soft-spoken in- 
tensity that might be characteristic 
of a native badman. Another per- 
formance of-great merit is that of 
Henry Hull, as a forever fulmi- 
nating editor at Liberty, Mo., scene 
of most of the activity.

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THE ART MUSEUM’S NO-LENDING POLICY. 

The policy of the City Art Museum is to make no 
loans of art objects for exhibition elsewhere. It 
is a reaction to the many requests which came to 
the museum, a large part of which did not justify 
lending, but it is based also on a belief of the 
Museum Board that it should not send the property 
of St. Louis outside the museum. Board members 
recognize that the museum's possessions would be 
covered by insurance when in transit or on exhibi- 
tion in some other city, but hold that even so the 
risk is too great. 

These are substantial considerations, and yet they 
are not sufficient to justify a policy of no lending. 
If the St. Louis museum does not lend to other 
museums, other museums and collections will not 
lend to us. Dealers may continue to lend, but deal- 
ers’ holdings are insignificant in comparison with 
the works in established collections. This means 
that the City Art Museum is prevented from ful- 
filling an importance responsibility, namely, the 
frequent exhibition of fine things from other mu- 
seums and collections. It means, in short, that 
something vital is missing from the educational 
function of the museum and the community it is 
designed to serve. 

If the Museum Board is willing to accept tem- 
porary responsibility for such exhibitions as now 
come to the museum, it should not find an insur- 


mountable obstacle in its responsibility for works 
of art which it might lend. Each request for a loan 
from the outside should be considered on its merits.

It is because of the striking example of ruth- 
less intolerance afforded by this case that it is 
so significant for the future of American civil 
rights. For tolerance is of the essence of the 
American system and of the American way of 
life—not only tolerance in religion, but also tol- 
erance in matters political, economic and social 
belief: tolerance not only of the views that we 
can approve, but also (as Mr. Justice Holmes 
himself said) of views that we hate; tolerance 
not only of views that accord with our interests 
but also of views that are inimical to our in- 
terests. 

In the long run, a system of government and 
a way of life resting, as ours do, on the con- 
sent of the majority can survive only if we sup- 
port tolerance and free discussion within wide 
limits. The law alone cannot instill that degree 
of tolerance on which our institutions rest. Only 
education and a widespread understanding of the 
essentials of a free government can do that. But 
the courts can, in concrete cases, aid in preserv- 
ing free institutions by forbidding definite acts 
that suppress lawful expression. 


Splendid! Something notable has happened when 
a committee of the American Bar Association is 
moved to quote the classic dissent of the late Jus- 
tice Holmes in the Schwimmer case in defense of the 
CIO’s right of assembly in Jersey City.

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AN ACCUSING WITNESS. 

The reported gift of a set of Goya etchings by the 
Spanish Gevernment to Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
has moved Hitler’s Propaganda Minister Goebbels 
to characteristic protest. The clumsy attempt at 
satire may have evoked a Rabelaisian guffaw from 
the Olympian shade of the peasant who became “the 
first man of Spain.” 

Velasquez had been dead a century when Goya 
came storming into Madrid to brawl his way to glory. 
The world was spinning down the interminable 
grooves of the eighteenth century. Voices were heard 
proclaiming that the royally predicted deluge could 
not long be delayed—Voltaire’s, Rousseau’s, Byron's, 
Shelley’s and Goya's. 

The Spaniard wrote with brush and needle. He 
ous ferocity made uncomfortable the seats of the 
Throne, church, the army and the law— 
all felt the sting of his biting impudence. He saw 
the old regime wither and die, saw the hopes of 
the Revolution turn to ashes under Napoleon’s re- 
actionary imposture, saw the French cross the Pyr- 
enees to murder gluttonously at the gates of the 
capital. He painted the massacre—with a spoon, 
so legend has it—and pronounced “the most fright- 
ening curse ever uttered against the horrors of war.” 
The critic, Thomas Craven, describes the maledic- 
tion in these words: 

The ragged, cowardly populace frozen with 
fears of death; men with their hands sticking 
up; men hiding their faces, clenching their fists: 
dead bodies in pools of blood—impotent civil- 
jans before a firing squad. A picture which

Government's refusal to deal with “rackets and abuses” of building trades unions pre- 
vents sane approach to low-cost housing, writer charges; estimates 53 per cent of 
present costs could be saved by mass production methods if labor would co-operate; 
plan would reduce hourly rates but increase annual pay and provide more jobs. 


ing. Government estimates based on 
conservative research are that 16,297,- 
000 additional homes are needed between 
now and 1950 merely to meet the none too 
excellent standards of 1930. 

This is proof of a problem which can- 
not be met by the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation, preserving the high realty val- 
ues which put decent housing beyond the 
reach of those with fair incomes, or by 
the Federal Housing Administration’s 90 
per cent building loans, which, while tend- 
ing to lower the interest rate structure, do 
nothing to decrease basic construction costs 
and simply permit smaller down payments 
on homes as expensive as those which have 
gone before. We have here a problem 
which cannot be met by subsidies alone. 
True, no authority contends that it {Is 
possible to build for the extremely poor 
without subsidies. But when you reach a 
stage where the overwhelming majority of 
a nation’s people, despite automobile-pur- 
chasing salaries, cannot afford good homes, 
is it not time to scrutinize the industrial 
pattern which isolates such homes as luxury 
items? Is it not time for Government ac- 
tion to force down construction costs, to 
form a housing industry which, like the 
automobile industry, can give more value 
for the dollar? 

The British have such an industry. Paul 
E. Stark, as president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, said that 
some of their operators build as many as 
4000 houses a year and have reduced costs 
30 per cent by mass-production methods.

Labor would not enjoy its present high 
hourly wage scales, but it would have high- 
er annual incomes and more jobs, owing 
to mass production and a guaranteed num- 
ber of working days. 

By such means it was believed that pri- 
vate enterprise would provide homes for 
everyone with an income of $1000 and more, 
while use of these same methods would 
enable the Government to spread subsidized 
dwellings on a more economical basis than 
at present among families with less than 
$1000 incomes. 

The American plan was a jump in the 
direction in which the British were moving 
so successfully. Huge corporations con- 
trolling the manufacture of building sup- 
plies were ready to sponsor the program.

PWA Administrator Ickes praised the 
committee.

However, an infinite number 
of difficulties, which need not be enumer- 
ated here, tend to delay mechanization, and 
for some time to come there is little likeli- 
hood of achieving such a goal.” 

Hope for a real housing industry, for end- 
ing rackets and other abuses, had failed. 

The Government has no scruples about 
battling the electric utilities industry on the 
plea that this is the means to cheaper 
power, It can interfere with banking to 
deflate interest rates. It can impose re- 
strictions on business generally. It can see 
signs of monopoly among the doctors, au- 
tomobile manufacturers and milkmen. 

But it cannot seek to evolve a housing 
industry and bring building prices within 
reach of the masses because of “an infinite 
number of difficulties,” ‘which in the final | 
analysis are the leaders of 700,000 union- 
ized building tradesmen who constitute but 
a small portion of all builders in the coun- 
try, who are 25 to 45 per cent unemployed, 
and who are today loading the relief rolls. 

The Govertiment prefers to tolerate abuses 
and dictation as to how it shall build rather 
than risk antagonizing this small faction.

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HE death last July of Justice Benjamin 

Nathan Cardozo presented a hard chalk 
lenge to the law reviews of the country. 
How were they to pay proper tribute to the 
great contributions to the law of this “ideal 
Judge”? How were they to memorialize him 
adequately? Anxious law journal editors 
must have worried over the problem, 

Three of the leading law reviews, those 
of the Harvard, Yale and Columbia law 
schools, have pooled their efforts in a co- 
operative tribute, which they call “Essays 
Dedicated to Mr. Justice Cardozo,” and a 
happy mastery of the challenge has resulted. 
The nine papers make up identical January 
issues of the three journals and are being 
published separately in book form (Harvard 
Law Review Association, Cambridge, Mass.), 

> > > 


The secret to the solution lay in the selec 
tion of the right contributors. Justice Har 
lan F.. Stone, who sat next to Justice Cardozo 
on the bench throughout the latter's Supreme 
Court service, writes a model appreciation. 
Cardozo’s gift of poetic vision and sensitive- 
ness to beauty, Justice Stone says, “gave 
direction and insight to his thought” and 
“perfect expression in singularly facile and 
lucid English.” The surviving colleague 
notes particularly that Cardozo's thinking 
was “tempered always by a healthy skepti- 
cism and a capacity of self-searching, to 
which he gave free rein until the moment 
of decision.” 

Proof of Cardozo’s quality, Justice Stone 
finds in the fact that “in his all too brief 
service (on the Supreme Court) he was not 
overshadowed by that towering figure of 
the law (Holmes).” He “gave his life on 
the battle line as truly as any soldier of the 
Republic,” and “the recollection of a life so 
useful, so complete, so beautiful, admits of 
only one regret—that he could not have car- 
ried on, to its full fruition, the work so 
nobly begun on the Supreme Court.”

climax of the Webster visit. “Lucas 
Place” was “animated with thou- 
sands in their gayest costumes, with 
splendid equipages filled with love- 
ly occupants, with the young and 
old, the professional man and the 
mechanic, the studious and the hard 
working, all anxious to see and hear 
the man whose arrival... aroused 
so much curiosity.” 


“A tier of tables” was arranged 
in the center of the grove upon 
which Mr. Webster and _ selected 
guests were seated. With the visit- 
ing luminary on the improvised 
platform were a half dozen or more 
citizens, including Gen. William H. 
Ashley, recently returned from 
Washington where he had served 
Missouri as Congressman, Dr. Wil- 
liam Carr Lane, early St. Louis 
Mayor; Richard Graham, John Per- 
ry, John B. Sarpy, James Russell 
and James Clement Jr. 

Webster's Speech. 

Drapings of stars and _ atripes 
formed a canopy over the stand— 
providing both decoration and ad- 
ditional shade for the occasion. 
Music by “a well-selected band” and 
a number of toasts preceded Mr. 
Webster’s speech. After the eighth 
toast to Webster himself and the 
response by the band with the air, 
“Here We Meet Too Soon to Part,” 
the orator rose and addressed the 
assembled crowd. 

The length of the address forbids 
extensive quotation, but enough is 
included to give the tenor of the 
speech. 

Alluding to his reception, Web- 
ster said: 

“This is an epoch in the history 
of an Eastern man, of a Massachu- 
setts man, at such a distance, in 
the midst of a number of friends, 
and received with such kindness on 
the western bank of the Mississip- 
pi. . . . I have seen here a very 
agreeable society, colleges estab- 
lished, institutions for the educa- 
tion of the young, and respect for 
the moral and literary instruction 
of the rising generation.” 

And to his principles: 

“T have always endeavored to 
unite the country, both Massachu- 
setts and Missouri, as one common 
country. . .. I have supported 
measures to facilitate intercourse, 
to open the West, to clear the riv- 
ers from the Cumberland to the 
Mississippi . . . up to the time I 
voted for clearing away the sand- 
bar at St. Louis. In this I make 
no profession of particular merit, 
and only mean to say that no one 
has liberty to sever one part of the 
country from another. I have 
studied the great charter of history 
and I have always found it proved 
that real greatness consists in the 
heart, not in the head.” 


His Real Grievance. 


Webster's real grievance with the 
administration at this time was 
aptly presented in St. Louis, as in 
his other major addresses on the 
tour. Approximately a third of the 
speech was devoted to lambasting 
the Jackson and Van Buren gov- 
ernments for mismanagement of 
the currency and for the veto of 
the charter of the Second United 
States Bank. 

In concluding his two-hour speech 
Webster said: 

“In public or private life, I shall 
never forget this day, nor the citi- 
zens of St. Louis, and shall always 
entertain aspirations to preserve 
you and yours, to the latest gener- 
ations.” 

Probably the number ifn attend- 
ance was well over 4000. The Argus, 
delighting in belittlement, estimat- 
ed the crowd at 2500 while the more 
charitable Bulletin placed the num- 
ber at “not less than four or five 
thousand.” 

The speech was reported by two 
St. Louis newspapers, the Commer- 
cial Bulletin and the Missouri Re- 
publican. Despite lack of complete 
agreement between the texts, it is 
a tribute to St. Louis’ journalism 
that two transcriptions were made. 
On the tour Webster delivered 
major addresses in 18 cities, but 
only in St. Louis, the farthermost 
Western city visited, was more 
than one version printed. More 
often than not there was none, the 
editors and reporters leaving the 
responsibility of providing & text 
to Webster, an obligation which 
he could not always be expected to 


Not all the comments on the bar- 
becue speech were favorable, Even 
Fessenden was led to say of Web- 
ster’s personality at one nt on 
the tour, “. .. to strangers he ap- 
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service to speak for him.” The 
Argus chided, “As an orator to a 
popular assembly he is almost be- 
low mediocrity, or else at this city 
he made a most miserable and com- 
plete failure.” 


These criticisms seem extreme, 
the truth probably being nearer the 
sentiment voiced in the Bulletin 
that “no man that has ever visited 
Missouri was ever more cordially 
received by all parties,” and in the 
Republican’s report of the “elo- 
quent speech of Mr, Webster.” 


Departure June 14. 


On Wednesday, June 14, the Web- 
ster party boarded the United 
States for Alton, thence by stage 
to Carrollton, Jacksonville and 
Springfield and across Illinois via 
Peoria, to Peru, a point destined 
to become the terminus of the Il- 
linois-Michigan Canal, where Web- 
ster had invested heavily in land. 
Reaching Chicago on June 30, they 
boarded the James Madison for 
Michigan City, then by stage and 
rail to Toledo, to Detroit to visit 
Webster’s son, Fletcher, who was 
a practicing attorney there, across 
Lake Erie by way of Toledo and 
Cieveland, to Buffalo, to Roches- 
ter and Albany, arriving in New 
York on July 26. 


The tour, indeed, gave Webster 
an opportunity to meet, as he said 
in St. Louis, “many friends, both 
political and personal” who later 
were to have a profound effect upon 
him ai the nation, In Louisville, he 
was tfé guest of J. J. Crittenden, fu- 
ture author of the “Crittenden Com- 
promise;” in Cincinnati, Salmon 
P. Chase, Chief Justice during 
Reconstruction; Henry Clay at Lex- 
ington, the future President Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison, whom Web- 
ster was to help elect, at North 
Bend, O.; Gov. Hendricks of Indi- 
ana at Madison; the obscure Lin- 
coln then at Springfield, and count- 
less other “big Whigs,” supreme in 
influence in their local political 
spheres. Fessenden, who accompa- 
nied the party throughout most of 
the tour, himself became Senator 
from Maine and later Secretary of 
the Treasury under President Lin- 
coln, 


The absence of one notable St. 
Louis character in accounts of the 
Webster fete is conspicuous. Where 
was Senator Thomas Hart Benton 
whose speeches in the Senate and 
moral support of President Jackson 
made possible the defeat of the 
bank bill? 
his mother that caused him to 
absent from the scene or did he 
politely withdraw to let the public 
attention be Webster’s undivided? 
The fact that Benton claimed St. 
Louis as his home may explain 
why Webster stayed here longer 
than in any other city on the tour. 
The bitterness of defeat on the 
bank bill would have been sweet- 
ened considerably had the “Bank 
Missionary” been able to discredit 
the work of Benton and let the 
people expel him from the Senate. 
But looking forward three years, 
we see “Old Bullion,” as Benton 
came to be called, still fighting 
for the interests of the West and 
not infrequently crossing swords of 
words with Webster. 


157th Anniversary Jan. 18. 

Jan. 18 marks the 157th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Daniel Webster 
at Salisbury, N. H. In the inter- 
vening years it is doubtful if any 
one man has been credited with as 
many forensic triumphs as were 
his. The Dartmouth College case, 
decided in 1819, the celebrated 
steamboat case in 1824—Gibbons vs. 
Ogden—both of which he argued 
before the Supreme Court, the 
Bunker Hill oration in 1825, the 
Webster-Hayne debate in the Sen- 
ate in 1830, the speech at Niblo'’s 
Garden on the eve of his departure 
for the West, and the so-called 
“Seventh of March” speech in 1850, 
have been familiar literature to 
school boys for nearly 100 years. 
But however immortal these mas 
terpieces, in style they excel little 
if at all, dozens of other legal, con- 
al and occasional speeches 
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Though twice Secretary of State, 
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EBSTER’S route and mode of 

travel. During the tour he 
delivered major addresses in 
Wheeling, Maysville, Lexington, 
Frankfort, Louisville, Madison, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, Alton, Jack- 
sonville, Springfield, Chicago, 
Michigan City, Toledo, Detroit, 
Buttalo and Rochester. Below is 
a portrait pajnted by Chester 
Harding in 1845 when Webster 
was 63 years old, 


eminently successful as a lawyer, 
and renowned as an orator, Web- 
ster was never to achieve the pres- 
idency. His swing through the 
West in 1837 was labeled by many 
as “presidential” and there is some 
evidence to indicate that he hoped 
for the Whig nomination in 1840, as 
well as later. 

The Western trip is historically 
significant because it is the earliest 
instance of a national political issue 
being carried directly to the people. 
Van Buren’s administration was 
turned out of office in 1840 in favor 
of William Henry Harrison, an Ohio 
Whig. For this coup a great deal 
of credit is due Webster and his 
speaking. Webster was active until 
a few weeks preceding his death 
at Marshfield, still hoping for the) 
honor which never came. He died 
at his Massachusetts estate on Oct. 
24, 1852, disappointed and broken 
in spirit.

AM—Naval Key to the West Pacitic 


INE THOUSAND miles in length with 4500 
miles of blue water between San Fran- 
cisco and Yokohama, the Pacific is too 

big to be dominated by navies and aerial 
armadas based on the four great continents 
that border it. Key to the future of this ocean 
of destiny lies in the islands and atolls scat- 
tered over its 70,000,000 square miles. Japan 
is supreme in the Western Pacific from the 
Kuriles on the north to Formosa and the Man- 
dated Islands on the south. Oahu, impreg- 
nable fortress of the Hawaiian Islands, protects 
the Western coast of the United States. Great 
Britain, with her new Singapore base, and Hol- 
land, with her Soerabaya base in the East In- 
dies guard the rich lands south of Japan. 

But 3300 miles west of Hawaii lies the Island 
of Guam in the middle of the Japanese Man- 
dated Islands. This rocky speck, 20 miles long 
and from four to eight in width, is 1500 miles 
east of the defenseless Philippines and 1300 
south of Yokohama. It has been under naval 
administration since it was captured from 
Spain in 1898 but is unfortified. After the 
war, Spain sold the Marianas to Germany,

Attican art treasure, the Venus de 
Brizet is being spoken of now as the 
Venus of the Turnip Patch, a product 
of the post-depression period, and the 
French people are chuckling over the 
change in status. It seems to be one on 
the experts. The Venus, a marble statue 
that had lost arms, nose and the lower 
part of its legs, was dug up in the spring 
of 1937 near the village of Brizet on the 
farm of Jean Gonon, who found it while 
plowing. Experts pronounced it the work 
of a master of the time of Augustus or 
Hadrian, newspapers and magazines 
hailed the discovery, the Government 
classified the statue as an official art 
treasure and Farmer Gonon charged ad- 
mission to see it. A month or so ago Fran- 
cesco Cremonse, a young Italian sculptor 
(unarrived) living near Saint Etienne, an- 
nounced he was the creator of the statue. 
He said he had buried it in Gonon's field 
in 1936 after breaking off parts to add to 
its appearance of antiquity. He exhibited 
what appeared to be the missing sections 
of the Venus’ anatomy. And Anna Stru- 
dinka, Polish employe of a Lyon night 
club, came forward to support his state- 
ments that she served as model for the
